Cook % pound 
sliced mushrooms and 1 table- 
spoon finely. chopped onion in 3 
tablespoons butter until tender. 
Add % cup boiled rice, salt and

Add 1 
beaten egg. Pack firmly into the 
chicken, then turn the skin side 
up and continue broiling about 20

When cool, roll in granu- 
lated sugar, split down the center 
and insert a bit of stuffing made 
from 2 cups seeded raisins, 44 cup 
chopped walnuts, % cup strained 
honey, % cup water % teaspoon 
cloves and 1% teaspoon cinnamon, 
cooked together until very thick.

Mix 1 cup bottled clam juice, i 
cup tomato juice, % teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, a drop of 
tobasco sauce, salt, pepper and 
celery salt to taste. Chill thor- 
oughly and serve in small glasses 
set into cracked ice. Olives, crisp 
celery curls, radish roses and salty 
crackers make nice accompani- 
ments.

Cut a loaf of stale sandwich 
bread into % inch slices. Cut each 
of these slices into pieces 1% 
inches wide and as long as your 
charlotte mold is deep.
